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Dr.Robert M. White raised and educated in Newark, New Jersey, and now a prominent oncologist in 
Maryland was featured in the Newark Star Ledger as a "role model who remains true to his roots in the 
city of his youth." Dr. White, son of Janet Carter White, a past president and long-time member of the 
North Jersey Unit, NANBPWC, Inc., attended Newark's Bergen Street School where he developed an 
interest in reading. While a student at Weequahic High he was mentored by two teachers; developed an 
interest in Science; was captain of the wrestling team at Weequahic High School and Newark City 
Wrestling Champion, he graduated in 1968 winning the Bausch & Lomb Science Medal. As a teenager 
Dr. White was involved in Boy Scout Troop 97 of the Robert Treat Council where he achieved scouting's 
highest honor the Eagle Scout Award He also was the 1968 Newark South Ward Boys; Club, Boy of the 
Year and Mid-Atlantic States Regional Boy of the Year. 

After graduating from Weequahic High School Dr. White attended Wesleyan University, Middletown, 
Connecticut where he graduated in 1972 with honors, and a Bachelor of arts in Chemistry. In 1976 he 
earned a medical degree from the College of Medicine & Dentistry of New Jersey, New Jersey Medical 
School, and then interned in medicine a CMDNJ-New Jersey Medical School Affiliated Hospitals.

Born and raised in Thomasville, Georgia Pansy Greenleaf relo- 
cated to New Jersey at the age of seventeen Spanning a period of over 
sixty-five years, she was a resident of Newark 's Central, Fast, and South 
Wards. At the time of her demise Pansy Greenleaf was a resident of the 
JC White Manor on Bergen Street in the Central Ward. 

Mrs. Greenleaf exemplified the spirit of giving. She gave of her 
time, knowledge and love. She was a staunch supporter of the first 
Boy's Club in Newark. She was a Day Care "Mother " for the State of 
New Jersey. She was always willing to be apart of anything that would 
help children secure a meaningful future. Teenage mothers, in the former Chestnut Street School. 
were enriched by her support and guidance. One young woman helped by Pansy to achieve a high 
school diploma and go on to attend college stated: “Mrs. Greenleaf is one in a million! 1 could 
have never made it without her.” Her accolades have also included, Grandmother of the Year 
Mother of the Year, and Outstanding Service Award from her Center and community 

Pansy Greenleaf was admired for her court advocacy role. As a member of the Office on Aging 
and Social Service she attended court with those in need of guidance. Known by most judges Mrs 
Greenleaf's appearance, and word, was instrumental in assisting many in their hours of greatest 
need. 

An appointment by Governor Whitman to the N.J. Commission on Aging and the Office on 
Aging and Social Service fueled Mrs. Greenleaf's compassion and concern for her fellow seniors 
She worked closely with the large constituency of seniors in her community. Concerned that many 
seniors were unaware, or did not understand, new legislation and the affects the laws would have 
on their benefits Mrs. Greenleaf sponsored a Senior Citizen Conference. 

Mrs. Greenleaf's affiliations included, New Jersey PTA, Foster Mothers, Flamingo s Drill 
Team, Criminal Elder Program, Sherman Day Care Center, Newark Pre-School Council, RE C.A. 
Nutrition Council, Girl Scouts of Essex County, President of Fellowship Club, United Community 
Corporation, Life Member of National Council of Negro Women, Social Service Worker for the 
state of NJ Life and Legacy. 

A member of the Central Presbyterian Church Mrs. Greenleaf was honored by her church for 
her leadership, dedication and spirit. 

She also had a very noticeable role as an extra in the movie "The Preacher's Wife” starring 
Denzel Washington and Whitney Houston which was released in December 1996.
